MODEL FAMILY.

Having visited no: long since a 
considerable number of the leading 
Hcelstein Friesian herds in both Wis- 
consin and the East in search of stock 
for the foundation of my herd at 
Hopkinton, Iowa, I was_ particularly 
impressed with the work which has 
been done for the breed by one of the 
prominent breeders at Syracuse, viz. 
Mr. E. A. Powell. I am sure your 
wide circle of readers will be interest- 
ed in knowing something of a man, 
who by himself, or with his former 
partner, Judge Smith, his father-in-law, 
has imported over 4,000 Holstein-Frie- 
sian cattle and has furnished the foun- 
dation stock for perhaps more Ilol 
stein-Friesian herds than any other 
man in the country. 


Mr. Powell has been a lover of eat- 
tle. He has had an eye for a nice 
animal and times without number has 
he gone into the ring with the keen- 
est competition the country could af 
ford from the Holstein-Friesians, and 
even from all other breeds and carried 


off the lion’s share of ribbons. While 
he has had an eye for a handsome ani- 
mal, he has not lost sight of the real 
purpose of a dairy cow, and his choos- 
ing and breeding have been with the 
steadfact purpose of securing high 
producers. Accordingly at the Lake 
side herd—the term by which his farm 
and herd are known—seven-day  rec- 
ords were given to all the cows in ad- 
vance of any other herd in the coun- 
try. He also moved forward in ad- 
vance to give 30, 60 and 90-day _ ree- 
ords to many of his cows. The first 
7-day record of 30 1-2 pounds; the first 
30-day record of 119 pounds 14 3-4 
ounces; the first 60-day record of 223 
pounds 5 3-4 ounces; and the first 90- 
day record of 320 pounds 1 3-4 ounces, 
and many other ‘‘first records’’ were 
made by Mr. Powell.

Powell, such as the Netherland, Aag- 
gie, Clothilde, Albino, Artis, Aegis, 
Alexander, Lyons, Fay, Nundine, Bawn, 
Soldene, Carlotta, Executrix, Jannek, 
Kappijne, Rooker, De Ruyter, Topaz, 
Lincoln, ete., ete. 

Mr. Powell, now a man _ of ripe 
years, came to Syracuse, if [ mistake 
not, some 40 years ago—‘‘away back 
there’’ at any rate. He embarked in 
the nursery busienss with Judge Smith, 
but his liking for cattle Jed him soon 
to urge his partner to make a side in 
vestment in cattle. The firm soon 
tried several breeds, one after another 
but gave each up as not filling the re 
quiremerts for a first class dairy sni- 
mal, until they finally were persuaded

that the ‘‘Eureka’’ was to be had in 
the Holstein-Friesians. 

Their ideal called for a large and 
handsome cow as well as a heavy pro- 
ducer. Mr. Powell went to Holland 
in search of such animals. He found 
tlie requirements in the Netherland 
family but the owner prized them so 
highly that he felt justified in purchas- 
ing only one cow. This was Nether- 
land Queen. She proved to be such 
a superior cow that he returned to 
Holland and bought all of the ‘‘ Neth- 
erlands’’ regardless of price not leav 
ing a perfect cow of the family be- 
hind. This was the original Nether- 
land family in this country, a family 
that still stands in the front rank of 
Holstein-Friesians. He next sought out 
and brought to America Albino, a 
cow of handsome appearance and large 
production.

ban, by Netherland Prince, is the sire 
of the famous bull DeKol 2d’s Alban. 
The latter is the only bull of the breed 
having 13 or more A. R. O. daugh- 
ters, 69 per cent. of whom have ree 
ords of 20 pounds in 7 days. 

DeKol 2d’s Alban, by Miss Barnum, 
a daughter of Netherland Alban, got 
DeKol 2d’s Alban DeKol, the marernal 
head of what Mr. Powell now ealls 
his ‘*Lakeside Model Family.’’ Mr. 
Powell is justly proud of this family, 
which he has ‘built up from this most 
sup rior cow. She has the right to a 
good family for se is in many ways 
the most remarkable cow of her breed. 
rom his catalogue recently published, 
[I quote the followin regarding her: 
‘*She carires four world’s butter rec- 
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ords for her age. Her performance, 
a great dairy cow, places her at 
the head of the entie breed. . In her 
14th year, not having been dry a sin- 
gle day for five years, she made 26.56 
pounds butter in seven days, 109.71 
pounds in thirty days and again in her 
15th year, not having been fully dry, 
being milked only every other day for 
ten days, before freshening, she made

24.11. pounds in seven days, average 
fat 4.35 per cent., and again in her 
16th year she is making another 


world’s butter record, giving 62 to 65 
pounds milk per day. No other cow 
has ever shown such vitality with per- 
sistent and continuous performance. As 
a continuous performer and great pro 
ducer she stands alone.’’ She is now 
in her 16th year and _ has borne 14 
calves. 


The Model family are very uniform. 


in size, markings and type; of smooth 
and handsome appearance, with superi- 
or quality and at the same time bear- 
ing the Holstein-Friesian dairy type 
most perfectly. They are not quite so 
large as some of the breed, but they 
are making records worthy of the 
“head of the family. Every member of 
the family that has freshened has 
been tested except two. One of these 
with an accident and the other 
‘\e tested later. The averaze for

A $400 GRADUATE SCHOLARSHIP. 
Editor, H.-F. World: 


We have had in connection with the 
National Dairy Show two successful 
students’ contests in judging dairy 
cattle. These contests have already 
resulted in much good for the dairy 
industry. It now gives me great pleas- 
ure to announce that the contest will 
be held again in connection with the 
Dairy Show, October 20 to 29, 1910; 
and that in eddition to the trophies 
usually awarded, the American Jersey 
Cattle Club and the Holstein-Fries:an 
Association of America have each of- 
fered a scholarship to the student 
winning first place im judging the 
breed in which the association is in- 
terested. 

For each of these scholarships four 
hundied dollars ($400) has been pro- 
vided by the club to be used for a 


post-graduate covrse in Dairy Hus- 
bandry, to be taken in some_ recog- 
nized agricultural college. These cat- 


tle clubs are trying these scholarships 
for one year as an experiment, and if 
they are pleased with the results, we 
hope and believe that they will con- 
tinue to offer them. ss 

IT am satisfied that every dairy in- 
structor and dairy student in the coun- 
try will appreciate this liberal offer as 
a recognition on the part of the clubs 
that what the dairy industry needs 
That the 
clubs are benefited by anything that 
tends towards gencral development of 
the industry is of course due to the 
fundamental part that pure bred cattle 
play in the industry. 

The Ayrshire Club has not had an 
opportunity as yet to consider this 
plan; and the Guernsey Club, because 
of other lines of work reeently inaugu- 
rated, is disinclined to take hold ot 
the matter just at this time. 

An annual scholarship representing 
each of our leading dairy breeds is 
what we are after, and our chances for 
getting them depend on the results of 
this experiment. Can we not make the 





students’ judging contest at the next 
dairy show the. greatest educational 
feature of the kind that has ever been 
heard of? If so, we should have iudg- 
ing teams from at least twenty agricul- 
tural colleges. 

The exact rules for awarding these 
scholarships will be sent to you in 
due time.

THE NORTH STAR HOLSTEIN HERD

Many breeders of dairy cattle who 
know that less than a year ago the 
North Star herd of over 80 head was 
sold out slick and clean will be gur- 
prised to learn tuat W. S. Moscrip 
has again built it up to the number ot 
70 head. Of this number only a -+« 
are calves. No time or pains has been 
spared to select animals of a higher 
standard than those of the old herd 
and how well the owner has suc- 
ceeded the reader is left to gather for 
himself. 

The herd is headed by Sir Beets 
Cornucopia Netherland, No. 38460, a 
son of Field Brothers’ noted bull, Aag- 
gie Cornucopia Johanna Lad. The 
latter bull has forty daughters in 
the advanced registry and his dam 
was the recent world’s champion /7- 
day cow, Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline, 
record 34.32. Sir Beets’ dam is Lily 
Netherland of Riverside, No. 59984, 
record 25 pounds, by Paul Beets DeKol, 
a bull with over 93 daughters in the 
A. R. O. Upon looking up the breed- 
ing of this feliow, it is tound that he 
carries 100 percent. cf the same blood 
as Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad, Jr., 
whose breeding and history will be 
published in « later issue. 

Individual Conformation.—As an in- 
dividual Sir Beets Cornucopia Neth- 
erland is par excellence. He has great 
length of body, depth an _ space of 
rib and is very open in conformation. 
He has a good rump and a straight top 
line crom shoulders to the setting on 
of the tail. I have never seen but 
one Holstein-Friesian bull that has as 
good a wither as this fellow and that 
was Kaan Jewel of Wood Lake who 
was considered perfect in this respect 
by competent judges. Sir Beets has 
wonderful veining and the placing ot 
his rudimentaries is very good, being 
well forward and wide apart. He s 
well filled in the crops and has good 
heart girth which gives him the ap- 
pearance of sturdy constitution. As an 
individual he is better than his great 
sire and while it may be saying a 
good deal for him, it is the writer’s 


opinion that he would beat the Fields’

In fact the writer knows of only one 
bull in the United States who would 
give him hard competition and that 1s 
Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad, Jr., 
who has never been beaten. He is 
longer than the latter bull but not 
quite as ‘‘typy’’ and clean cut in the 
head. 





Gelschecola Clyde No. 88196.—This 
heifer is a junior 4-year with a record 
of 22.35 pounds of butter in seven days 
made as a 3-year-old thirty days after 
ealving. She is a cow of good form, 
long of body and good over the wither 
with a straight rump. She has a splen- 
did udder and is giving 40 pounds of 
milk a day now, after having fresh- 
ened in March. If Mr. Moscrip can 
fit her so as to give her more depth he 
will have a winner. She is a very 
milky cow and extremely valuable as 
foundation stock because she is of the 
right type. . 

Ruda Clifton Sir Henry 2d is senior 
3-year-old with a shapely udder, good 
milk wells and a very good head. Her 
rump is a little low but she is a good 
individual. 


Bald Faced Korndyke, No. 111975, 
is a junior two-year-old and is giving 





50 pounds of milk now. Every one ot 
her sisters who have been tested, and 
she has 25, have made from 16 to 20 
pounds of butter in 7 days in their 
two-year-old form. She is an extreme- 
ly promising heifer and will make a 
good showing if she continues to de- 
velop. She is most excellent in con- 
formation all the way through but at 


present is a little undersized. 


Delafield Faney, No. 97546, is a 
very handsome heiter, more white 
than black and has a splendid form, 
good head, neck, shoulders, rump, ud- 
der and body. She might be a little 
larger for the breed although she is 
truly a splendid individual. 

We were next shown two good, dry 
yearlings, May Fenwood DeKol 2d, 
No. 110803, and North Star Sadie, 
No. 131893. After these two year- 
lings were inspected our eyes were 
turned to Pride Beets DeKol No. 
68400 and Prince Pietertje Sadie Vale 
No. 68403, two bull calves about 8 
months old. These two calves were 
beauties, most excellent in depth of 
body, had fine heads and shoulders 
nicely laid in. They had good straight 
rumps and the placing of their rudi- 
mentaries was fine. For quality they 
were hard to beat. 





Any one interested in better dairy 
stock would do well to see these 
youngsters. In this report of the 
North Star herd we must not fail to 
mention the beautiful little heifer calf, 
North Star Wakatomica. In color she 
has more white than black, has an ar- 
tists’ model for a head, good shoulders 
and wither and the most wonderful 
quality of udder. She is a beauty and 
no mistake. 

Julia Cornucopia Posch, No. 115330, 
a 2-year-old, has just freshened. She 
has a good body, a splendid neck and 
a grand udder. Her wither is like a 
knife edge and she has grand milk 
veins. She is very open in conforma 
tion and wide between the pin bones. 
While her rump is high and strong, it 
is a trifle short, otherwise she is ideal. 
Meadowbrook Queen 2d No. 67627, 
among others, was seen in the pasture 
and she is a grand cow. 


Mr. Moscrip has a very uniformly 
good lot of stock and he reports that 
28 head of his cows, over half of them 
2-year olds, have been supplying from 
115 to 120 gallons of milk a day. This 
would be about 1,000 pounds.

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FINE HOLSTEIN-FRIESIANS FOR 
ASYLUM FARM 


Another important step toward the 
development of the self-maintenance 
feature of the Coquitlam retreat, and 
at the same time a giant’s stride for- 
ward in the direction of imp~oving the 
standard of British Columbia dairy cat- 
tle, was taken yesterday, when a draft 
was forwarded by Hon. Dr. Young, in 
behalf of the provincial government, to 
Edward A. Powell, proprietor of the 
famous Lakeside stock farm at Syra- 
cuse, New York, in payment for what 
will be unquestionably the finest herd 
of Holstein-Friesians in Western Can- 
ada. These will be brought to the 
coast at once and placed in quarters 
at the Coquitlam Retreat farm, through 
which in years to come the dairymen 
of the province will be enabled to 
greatly improve the standard of their 
herds. 

Holstein-Friesians, the experts say, 
have been long since proven by far- 
ranging tests and experiments, the 
best of all cattle for milk and butter 
production. All the modern eastern 
sanitaria now have their Holstein- 
Friezian herds, and many of the most 
famous hostelries of America have 
adopted a similar policy, extensively 
advertising ‘‘Holstein-Friesian milk 
and butter’’ as a bait for patronage. 
Of all the great American stock farms 
specializing the breeding of Holstein- 
Friesians that at Syracuse is reputed 
to be foremost, and British Columbia 
may congratulate itself upon now hav- 
ing secured a picked herd which, in 
the opinion of competent judges of 
dairy stock, has not a single weak spot.

necessary farm in connection with the 
Coquitlam Retreat for the Insane prac- 
tically an experimental farm for the 
province as well, and upon Hon. Dr. 
Young making thig suggestion to the 
Department of Agriculture, the officials 
of that Department of Agriculture, tae 
oflicials of that Department at once 
fell in with it, and the developmen, of 
the farm began. As the stock feature is 
necessarily a most important one, it s 
intended, Hon. Dr. Young explains, to 
weed out all inferior stock now on 
the farm and substitute pure breeds. 
The milk bill ot the hospital for the 
insane, it may be remarked parentheth- 
ically has heretotore been over $3,VU0 
per annum, and it is intended to next 
year dispense with this milk buying 
altogether. 

When the question of securing stock 
for the farm was first taken up, cor- 
respondence was had with all the prin- 
cipal stockbreeders of the country, and 
it was eventually decided to send Dr. 
Dougherty, the resident superintendent 
of the hospital, back to the great stock 
show at Syracuse, there to see for 
himself the several preferred herds. 
An option was at that time taken on 
the herd that has just been bought, 
and upon Dr. Dougherty’s return to 
the coast the best expert advice was 
taken—including that of Mr. Page of 
Matsqui, Mr. Steves of Steveston, and 
Dr. Simon Tolmie. After careful con- 
sideration, and the changing of some 
animals of the originil herd, the selec- 
tion was accepted. They will now 
start for their new western home at 
once. 

The introduction of this new Hol- 
stein-Friesian blood will necessarily 
be a great thing for the improvement 
of British Columbia stock. As Mr. 
Page expresses it: 

‘‘The importation and breeding of 
this pure bred stock will mean hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in the 
pockets of the farmers of British Co- 
lumbia.’’ 

A similar policy to that demon- 
strated in the dairying department is 
to be carried out in connection with 
each of the farm departments, already 
including one of the famous piggeries 
of the Dominion. Chickens and all 
animals upon the farm are to hereafter 
be pure bred. This policy has for 
some time been carried out at St. 
Anne’s agricultural college in Quebec, 
operating in connection with the Uni- 
versity of McGill, and with superlative 
success. The farmers here are afford- 
ed opportunity to pure ase pedigreed 
stock at nominal cost, and the British 
Columbia government in making its 


present purchase has this move also in 
view.—W. J. Tregillus, Calgary.

TO CATTLE EXHIBITORS.

While 
not required it is recommended that 
it consist of four females at least 
three of which shall be in milk.

these together with the Grand Cham- 
pion awards, will consist of handsome 
banners to the winners. These will 
be presented during the -evening pro- 
gram with more or less formality. Ef- 
fort will be made to magnify the im- 
portance and attractiveness of the 
cattle exhibit. 

Judging will be divided so that the 
bulls and ‘‘get of sire,’’ will be 
judged in the afternoon, the breed 
banquet that evening, cows the next 
forenoon and groups and champion- 
ships in the afternoon and the presen- 
tation of banners and trophies in the 
eveing of the second day of judging 
for each breed. This program has not 
been formally adopted but will proba- 
bly prevail. Definite announcement 
of the judging days will be made 
shortly.

‘We are in re- 
Tuberculosis Eradicated ceip: of a bro- 
In Two Years. chure by Dr. 
Burton at 
Rogers, of Manhattan, Kan., in which he 
outlines a plan by which he thinks 
tuberculosis may be eradicated from 
the entire country in the short space 
of two years Irom its adoption. 
Briefly, the plan is to make the 
hogs of the country the test of the 
stock. It is argued that the tubercu- 
losis in hogs comes from feeding upon 
the refuse products of the dairy, or 
from following grain fed cattle; it 1s 
farther argued that as the hogs are 
slaughtered annually and their car- 
casses inspected, if each hog that goes 
to market was ear-tagged to identify 
the farm or ranch from which it was 
purchashed, this would invariably re- 
veal the location of the tuberculous 
herds of the country. These herds 
could then be tested and the tubercu- 
lin animals isolated or slaughtered. Mr. 
Rogers advocates the paying for all 
fubereulous animals in full, which may 
be slaughtered in the carrying out of 
this plan—the funds to be derived from 
a general fund contributed by the gen- 
eral government, the State, the packers 
and private philanthropy. 





Mr. Rogtrs’ proposal is that a test 
of the efficiency of this plan be made

in one or more counties of some state 
or states, in fact. we understand, that 
a public spirited citizen has under seri- 
ous consideration the financing, in 
whole or in part, the making of a 
thorough County test. 

It is not our purpose to pronounce 
upon the feasibility of this plan, but 
merely to call tae attention of our 
readers to the plan. As the plan is 
elaborated much more fully in _ the 
brochure mentioned, we suggest the 
advisability of every reader of this 
necessarily brief statement of the plan, 
who may be interested in the problem, 
to write to Mr. Rogers for a copy of 
the brochure that he may give it 
thorough consideration. Mr. Rogers 
desires to hear from anyone who may 
have criticisms to offer, or who may 
suggest improvements in the working 
out of the plan which he has outlined.

After the lapse of a-year 


‘*Food Geo. M. Whitaker of the 
Materials Dairy Bureau of Wash- 
In Milk’’ ington returns to the de- 


fense of the Arbitrary 
Milk standard, in an article in Hoard’s 
Dairyman under the heading ‘‘Food 
Materials in Milk’’. 

The personal remarks regarding ‘‘A 
distinguished Eastern lawyer’’ we will 
leave that gentleman to answer, who, 
if we mistake not, is no other than 
Gen. Chas. W. Wood, an extensive Hol- 
stein-Friesian breeder and president ot 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. 

Of course, it is generally understood 
that the arbitrary milk standards of 
the country have been established by 
the friends of the Channel Island 
breeds of cattle in an attempt to stem 
the rising tide of popularity for the 
Holstein-Friesians. 

Mr. Whitaker adroitly avoided any 
reference to that claptrap of iniquity, 
the double standard, confining his re- 
marks entirely to that part of the 
standard fixing a minimum for total 
solids. Such a standard though en- 
tirely indefensible would be far less in- 
iquitous than the double standard 
which is not now, and never was, any- 
thing but a deception and a snare. 
The fact that New York state has seen 
fit to reduce the requirement of total 
solids from 12 per cent to 1114 per 
cent while leaving the percentage of 
butter fat intact, is an admission that 
the old law has been nothing but a 
menace and a snare to the honest dairy- 
man from its inception. 

In an editorial in the. May 22d 
World, by averaging the percentages 
of total solids and butter fat as pro- 
duced by representative Holstein- 
Friesian cows, owned in five different 





states of our commonwealth, we show- 
ed that the natural proportion of fat 
and total solids in Holstein-Friesian 
milk was approximately 3 per cent. of 
fat to 1014 per cent of total solids, or 
31 per cent of fat to 12 per cent of 
total solids. With this demonstration 
we reaffirm that the double standard 
now, after the reduction recently made, 
still remains nothing less than a pit- 
fall to the unwary producer of market 
milk. Will Mr. Whitaker, even, have 
the affrontery to assert that the great 
Dutch breed of cattle, the Holstein- 
Friesians, that dot the hillisides and 
animate the valleys throughout the 
length and breadth of our country 
should not be considered in establish- 
ing the natural percentages of solids 
in milk? 

When Mr. Whitaker makes the state- 
ment that ‘‘the modern dairy cow 
is as much an artificial produet as 
a natural one,’’ does he not know that 
the Channel Island breeds with their 
high per cent of fat and low yield of 
milk have degenerated in thier descent 
from the ancient bos? Is not this 
made manifest by the extreme re- 
finement of the Jersey, her diminutive 
size, her weak constitution, her ex- 
treme nervous susceptibility. Com- 
pare her with the large, robust, virile 
Holstein-Friesian with her wonderful 
stock of vitality, and refute this evi- 
dence if possible. 

If you must have an arbitrary stand- 
ard, and if there can be no natural 
standard, as Mr. Whitaker argues, why 
not take the production of the strong, 
healthy, virile Holstein-Friesian as a 
guide? 

Is it true as Mr. Whitaker says, that 
‘*Herds could be evolved within a few 
years, if anyone cared to undertake 
the job, which would produce 10 or 
even 9 per cent milk’’? Have not the 
Channel Island breeds been isolated 
and bred for butter fat for hundreus 
of years to reach their present high 
per cent, and at a loss of size, consti- 
tution, vitality and flow of milk? Have 
not the Dutch breed, the Holstein- 
Friesians, been bred in the fertile low- 
lands of Holland for 2,000 years to 
reach their present size, robust con- 
stitution, and wonderful productivity? 
Talk about accomplishing in a ‘‘few 
years’’ what it has taken decades of 
centuries to achieve—It is childish. 

But Mr. Whitaker says: ‘‘It seems 
as if the talk about ‘natural milk’ in 
arguments about a statutory standard, 
is wholly out of plac>.’’ Is it? If 


there can be no normal milk because 
cows are a product of evolution, | 
suppose it would be logical to hold 
that it is not natural for man to per- 
ambulate on two legs, since he is a 
product of evolution from simian an- 














cestors, who locomoted on all fours; 
and, therefore, an arbitary standard otf 
locomotion, or posture, or size would 
be morally defensible; and that the 
man who should insist on walking 
erect should be prosecuted as a crim- 
inal, and if anyone persisted in grow- 
ing over three feet tall he should be 
trimmed. ‘‘Logic is logic. That’s all 
I say.’’ 

When Mr. Whitaker asks ‘‘Why do 
we have these standards on our statute 
books,’’ does he mean to imply that 
because they have been enacted that 
is a proof that they are morally de- 
fensible? Has he never heard of ma- 
jorities being in the wrong? Has he 
never heard of men being adjudged 
criminals because they asserted that 
the world moves? Has he never heard 
of harmless old women being burned 
at the stake as criminal witches? 
And has he never read of men being 
adjudged criminals because they kissed 
their wives on Sunday, and that in 
America? lf he has heard of these 
things, why argue that because a law 
is, it is right? 

The tact. is, these standards have 
found their place in our statutes, as 
previously stated, through the influence 
of the friends of the Channel Island 
breeds, and they have been retainea 
through the ignorance of legislators 
rnd courts upon the subject. When 
the country becomes sufficiently edu- 
cated they will be relegated; and they 
are gradually giving way to increased 
enhightenment. 


It has really been believd by many, 
perhaps the majority of people, that 
butter fat was the element of chief 
value in milk. It is rapidly coming to 
be known that this is not true; that 
the proteids, which a~e found in the 
solids-not-fat are the most valuable 
element, that they are the tissue build- 
ing elements. It is also being learned 
that milk containing a moderate per- 
centage of butter fat is more diges- 
tible than the higher fat percentage 
milk—the fat being more finely emul- 
cified, and therefore more readily as- 
similated. It is also being learned 
that the more finely emulcified fat 
does not separate so readily from the 
milk, and is more easily remixable 
when separated, which qualities ren- 
der it preeminently well adapted for 
transportation as market milk. It is 
also being learned that the solids in 
milk containing a moderate percentage 
of fat, contain a high percentage of 
milk sugar, and conversely: and that 
the carbo-hydrates of milk sugar is 
much more readily digested than the 
hydro-ecarbons in milk fat. 

That these things are becoming bet- 
ter known is proven by the rapidity 
with which HolsteinFriesian cows are 
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being substituted for other breeds in 
public institutions, su.h as homes, hos- 
pitals, asylums, infermaries, etc. Mr. 
Whitaker, occupying the position that 
he does, should rise above the in- 
fluence of his early prejudices, and 
give tae great Houstein-Friesian breed 


of cattle due recognition, and cease 


this fruitless kicking against the pricks 
in vainly trying to boister up che wan- 
ing popularity of the high percentage 
low-yield breeds by an effort to sus- 
tain through sophistical reasoning the 
handicap of arbitrary and unjust legal 
standards.

DROUTHS AND SUMMER EN- 
SILAGE. 


This unusual drought, prevalent this 
summer in many portions of those 
states where dairy husbandry forms an 
important part of the farm economy, 
and affecting the milk production otf 
many Holstein-Friesian herds and, con- 
sequently, the results of official and 
semi-official tests, as reported from 
time to time by me in these issues, 
sharply brings to my notice the differ- 
ence in production between those herds 
whose owners were prepared, and those 
whose owners were not prepared for 
such a contingency. Owing to the 
physical conformation of the North 
American continent, there will always 
be more or less of drought in the sum- 
mer season; and the increasing value 
of farm lands and interest on the in- 
vestment accentuate the necessity of 
insuring against loss from their effects 
as 1t may be possible to do so. 

With lands low in value, a light 
crop will pay interest upon the invest- 
ment; but when they are of high value, 
the largest possible crop must be se- 
eured. Even under favorable condi- 
tions pastures will not give nearly the 
feed value that the same lands will 
produce as meadow, though, of course, 
the matter of labor is eliminated; but 
when undue dependence? is placed upon 
the pastures and they fail, the results 
are little short of disastrous. It is 
generally admitted that for health’s 
sake cattle need the freedom of the 
pasture, also, there is no feed that in 
May and June can quite take the 
place of fresh, green grass. In my 
own experience, those breeders and 
dairymen are most suecessful who pro- 
vide only sufficient pasturage for the 
early months of the average season, 
providing either silage or soiling crops 
to supplement the pastures when they 
begin to fail. 

Corn is mostly used for the soiling 
erop, and when well on towards ma- 
turity contains a maximum of digesti- 
ble nutrients. But as a soiling crop 
it is needed before it is mature, as a 
rule containing but little nutriment in 
proportion to its weignt; and while 
butter than nothing, the breeder who 
feeds it in an immature condition de- 
prives himself of what would become 
a valuable feed, and falls far short of 
supplying the needs of his cattle. 1 
speak from experience, having tried 
soiling crops of all kinds before it was 
known that corn silage could be fed 
as well in summer as n winter. Corn 
‘Silage made trom nearly mature corn 
goes far towards solving the drought 
problem and wise breeders plan to have 
sufficient left over to last through an 
ordinary drought. 

Even silage from mature corn is, 
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however, not a properly balanced food, 
and clover or alfalfa hay and a little 
bran should fed it. Alfalfa 
hay 1s better than clover to feed with 


be with 
corn silage, and with it it is possible 
to omit the bran. Alfalfa is a wonder 
ful plant, and some one of the varie 
ties will grow anywhere in the United 
States; while it is nearly drought proof. 
Every HolsteinFriesian breeder who 
has not done go already should try it in 
a small way; if he can make one acre 


a suecess, he can then try a larger 
field. Corn is our other drought-re 


sisting crop; and if the moisture of the 
ground by about two 
inches of loose, fine dirt mulch, it is 


be conserved 


surprising how little rain is required to 
make a good crop. In times of drought 
and when the corn has grown too tall 
for the twohorse eultivator, a fine tooth 
single walking cultivator will go far 
towards irrigating the fields——M. H.

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LYONS KING GELSHESEGIS. 

There seems to be a growing ten 
deney among progressive business men 
to enroll themselves with the Holstein- 
Friesian fraternity. 

One of the latest examples of this 
kind that has come to my notice is the 
beginning in the Holstein business re 
cently made by T. V. Lyons, Miamis- 
burg, Ohio, by his purchase of a splen- 
didly bred young bull, designed for the 
leading place in the herd to be estab 
lished a little later. 

Mr. Lyons is the president of the 
First National Bank of his town, and 
is well situated to undertake the build- 
ing up of a great herd. He operates 
one of the best stock farms in Ohio, 
comprising 400 acres in the fertile 
and well known Miami Valley. This 
land is divided into four farms of 100 
acres each with four complete sets of 
farm buildings, and these places to- 
gether form one of the finest agricul, 
tural plants in Montgomery county. 

Miamisburg is conveniently located 
on the New York Central, C. H. & D., 
and Erie railroads, ten miles south of 
‘Dayton, and forty miles north of Cin- 
cinnati; and the farms are midway be 
tween Miamisburg and Dayton. Plans 
for the improvement .nd modification 





of the extensive farm buildings are 
now under way and preparations will 
be made as rapidly as possible for the 
care and maintenance of a herd which 
the owner hopes will eventually become 
one of the best of the breed in this 
country. 











The most important first step in the 
establishment of a herd is the selec- 
tion of a herd sire. It was at the 
time of the June meeting that Mr. 
Lyons first consulted me in regard ¢0 
the matter, and we agreed that the 
best way to secure a high class bull is 
to buy a calf rather than to wait un- 
til he is needed for use, and then try 
to find an available yearling. The 
most desirable offerings are taken 
young, and it seems to be growing more 
and more difficult to find high class 
bulls of serviceable age. 

Mr. Lyons accordingly directed me 
to locate for him a young bull, suitable 
in respect to both breeding and indi- 
vidual quality for the high station of 
a foundation herd sire. 


Shortly after this interview, having 
been in correspondence with the lead 
ing breeaers, I was able to write Mr. 
Lyons that 1 thought we had found 
what we were looking for, and after 
a comparison of the pedigrees of dif 
ferent animals, all of which were re. 
markably good, we agreed that a young 
bull, born January 26tn last, offered 
by T. A. Mitehell, came up to our re- 
quirements in every particular. 

I should have been entirely willing 
to accept Mr. Mitchell’s judgment in 
regard to the individuality of this 
animal, knowing him as I do ‘o be a 
very reliable breeder as well as an ex 
pert judge of cattle, but as | was in- 
terested in seeing Mr. Mitchell’s herd, 
and especially the dam of the young 
bull in question and other animals 
closely related, I took occasion to visit 
Oakland Farm, where | had the pleas 
ure of inspecting one ot the best herds 
in the country. 

The young bull that I went to see 
was individually as gcod as Mr. Mit- 
ehell had described him to be and con- 
siderably better,—of typical dairy con 
formation, well grown for his age, 
straight on the back, strong and robust 
in build, 1 ng bodied, beautifully 
marked, being considerably more white 
than black, and in short a remarkably 
handsome and well developed animal. 

Now just a word as to his breeding, 
and since details of breeding are not 
always interesting, we will try to make 
the story brief. 

His sire is Sir Gelsche Walker Segis, 
who is widely famous as Mr. Mitchell’s 
junior herd bull, being a son of King 
Segis, and from the noted 29-lb. daugh 
ter of Prilly, Cleopatra Gelsche. Cleo- 
patra Gelsche> has a 28-lb. daughter, 
and in addition to another good ree- 
ord daughter has a son, Admiral Walker 
Gelsche, among whose first six tested 
daughters are three 20-lb. junior 2-year- 
olds. 

The dam of the young. bull pur- 
chased by Mr. Lyons is Oakland Ur- 
magelsche, with a record at 3 years 
9 days old, of 22.66 Ibs. butter in a 
week, her milk averaging 4.43 per 
cent. fat.: She is a full sister to the 
26.66-lb. junior 4-year-old Urma Burke, 
being a daughter of Mr. Mitchell’s 
seior herd sire, DeKol Hengerveld 
Burke, and from the 31,lb. cow, Ur- 
magelsche 2d A. who has a 30-day 
record of 117.99 Ibs., her milk for the 
30 days averaging 4.93 per cent. fat. 

Mr. Mitchell’s cows are all large, 
and Oakland Urmagelsche is one of 
the alrgest in the herd. She is almost 
entirely white, strongly built, and of 
great apparent capacity. Mr. Mitchell 
is very confident of her ability to make 
proportionately large records as she 
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grows older, but without counting on 
the tuture she already has a _ very 
creditable showing tor a heiter of her 
age. Her full sister, the 26-lb., 4-year- 
oid, Urma Burke is likewise a very 
fine specimen of the breed. These two 
sisters speak well for the transmitting 
ability of their dam, and the latter’s 
producing ability is well demonstrated 
by her 31-lb. butter record. 

Oakland Urmagelische’s sire, DeKol 
Hengerveld Burke, is proving himselt 
one of the very best of the breed. His 
21 tested daughters have all made 
good records, the oldest having at- 
tained the high average of 3.78 per 
cent. fat. DeKol Hengerveld Burke 
is a son of the widely tamous Dekol 
2d’s Butter Boy 3d, who now has 92 
A. R. O. daughters and 43 A. R. O. 
sons, and in respect to both sons and 
daughters is ahead of any other sire 
of the breed. Helena Burke, the dam 
of DeKol Hengerveld Burke, is a 25- 
lb. cow ot great reputation. She uas 
four A. R. O. daugnters, and is the 
dam also of DeKol Burke, waose ust 
of daughters include three with 31-lb. 
butter records. In fact, DeKol Burke 
aud DeKol Hengerveld Burke have ‘0 
per cent. the same breeding. 

Mr. Mitchell lately. shipped tne 
young bull to his new’ owner, and 1 
have since re¢cived a letter from Mr. 
tuyous expressing his approvai of the 
animal, to whom he vill give the name, 
iuyons King Gelshesegis. 

| Leli.ve this purehase to be a very 
fortunnte one tor Mr. Lyons, and* in 
confirmation of this opinion will only 
i.ction that Mr. Mitchell has been re 
taining a full brother to this young 
bull, a year older, tor use in his own 
herd.

SUMMARY OF OFFICIAL RECORDS. 


While I have no official records, from 
a Holstein-Friesian standpoint, to men- 
tion this time, there are more that are 
worthy of notice than one could rea- 
sonably expect in a midsummer re- 
port. Grace Pietertje DeKoi Regalia 
heads the list of full aged cows, and 
was officially tested for the unusually 
long time of ninety days; producing 
in 90 days 6,696.2 lbs. milk containing 
230.152 Ibs. fat, in 60 days, 4,731.2 
Ibs. milk containing 160.058 lbs. fat; 
in 30 days, 2,445 lbs. milk containing 
81.955 lbs. fat; and in 7 days, 573.9 
Ibs. milk containing 22.19 Ibs. fat. 
It will be seen that the best seven-day 
period began 57 days after freshening, 
with an average fat content of 3.87 
per cent.; while the averages of 3.44 
per cent. for 90 days, 3.38 per cent. 
for 60 days, and 3.35 per cent. for 30 
days, show how constant the per cent. 
of fat was. This is a splendid expo- 
sition of the capabilities of a fine 
Holstein-Friesian cow. 

Tidy Pauline Posch, previously re- 
ported as producing in 7 days 21.688 
Ibs. fat from 571.5 lbs. milk, holds 
out finely and finishes her 30-day rec- 
ord with 87.332 lbs. fat from 2,429.9 
Ibs. Milk; while Onda Crown DeKol, 


21.503 Ibs. fat from 550.4 lbs. milk, 
takes her place among those cows with 
an average of over 3 lbs. of fat per 
day to their credit. The 20-lb. list is 
increased by the names of Dinah Jo- 
hanna Abbekerk 2d, 20.892 lbs. fat 
from 650 lbs. milk, and Inka DeKol 
Waldorf, 20.678 lbs. fat from 622.8 
lbs. milk in 7 days, 80.347 lbs. fat 
from 2,492.9 lbs. milk in 30 days; Fee 
Netherland and Ethel Koningen Spof- 
ford gain p'ace in the 19-lb. list, with 
19.819 lbs. fat from 542.5 Ibs. milk 
and 19.157 Ibs. fat from 509.2 Ibs. 
milk, respectively. By a production of 
over 18 lbs. fat, Dolly Inka DeKol 
gains honorable mention. 

Washington has a fine representative 

in the senior four-year-old DeKol Doug- 
las 5th, 22.713 lbs. fat from 591.2 Ibs. 
milk in 7 days, 90.912 Ibs. fat from 
2,748.3 Ibs. milk in 30 days; while the 
next in order, Vale DeKol Elliston, 
22.287 Ibs. fat from 613.4 Ibs. milk 
in 7 days, 87.103 Ibs. fat from 2,562.2 
lbs. milk in-30 days, is not far behind. 
In Pontiae Duplicate 2d, 20.415 Ibs. 
fat 401.8 lbs. milk, another cow is 
added to the 20-]b. list. The senior 
three-year-old Tola Joe Gelsche makes 
the nice record of 19.186 lbs. fat from 
443.6 Ibs. milk; while in the junior 
three year old class Johanna Pauline 
Paul shows the great record of 21.238 
Ibs. fac from 517.9 Ibs. milk, and 
Segis Eliza the fine record of 19.322 
Ibs. fat from 462.2 lbs. milk. The 
leader of the senior two-year-old, Cedar 
Law Johanna Inka, makes the nice 
showing of 17.22 lbs. fat from 467.8 
Ibs. milk. 
The juniod two-year-olds, as a whole, 
show a fine average; and the elass of- 
ters for mention a nice lot of leaders. 
Among them, K. P. Susie 16.332 Ibs. 
fat from 401.1 Ibs. milk, stands first 
and gains place in the desirable 16-Ib. 
list; while the 15-pounders are in- 
creased by the addition of Inka Jo- 
sephine Abbekerk 2d Lady, 15.202 Ibs. 
fat from 406.5 Ibs. milk in 7 days, 
59.093 Ibs. fat from 1,639.9 Ibs. milk 
in 30 days. Lena Hartog 2d, 14.817 
Ibs. fat from 380.8 Ibs. milk, almost 
reaches the 15-Ib. list; and Pietje 22d 
Second daughter, 13.974 lbs. fat from 
332.9 Ibs. milk, falls but little short 
of the 14-Ib. In Woodcrest Girl Geiske 
and Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline 34, 
with 13.592 Ibs. fat from 363.1 Ibs. 
milk and 13.344 Ibs. fat from 976.3 
lbs milk, respectively, we have two 
others above 13 Ibs. fat; while by a 
production in excess of 12 Ibs. fat, 
Katy Korndyke Spofford and Ormsby 
Duchess Millie gain the honor of men- 
tion —M. H. Gardner, Supt.
